Steamer Niagara Burnt I 
GREAT LOSS Ob' LIFE ! 

Frt-n v\e Miiuauiie Siitinri Ettr*, Sef4. I5rt. 

We are pained to be obliged lo record anoth ■ 
er dreadful Lake disaster in ibe loss by lire of 
the steamer Siaga/a, of the Collingwood line, 
last nighl, off Port Washington, about 30 
mileM north of this city. We are indebted to 
-Mr. Woi.'Snow, of the firm of Show and 
Williams, of tins city, who came up on .the 
'traveller last night, for the following parlic- 
clarj :— The Niagara. Captain t*\ H. Aiillcr, 
look fire on her passage from Colh'ngivood to 
this port, when within about 4 utiles otf Port 
Washington, and some 25 miles from this port, 
aud in a scry short space of time was eat "rely 
consumed and sunk. The li^ht was plainly 
seen from here at 7 o'clock U-t night. Tin* 
steamer Traveller, Cnpt. Sweeney, bound 
here, fortunately came to the assistance of the 
burning boat, end llie captain, oflieei sand men 

gallantly exerted themselves to save lives, and 
with success.
